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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments in claims 87-91 by changing from a phamamaceutical composiition into "a method of 
preparing an extract" raise new issues that would require further condideration.. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the final rejection is 
premature (page 7). This is not persuasive. According to MPEP 803.02, if a "markush" claim or other claim that sets forth alternatives is 
rejected under 35 USC 102 or 103 on the basis of prior art that anticipates or renders obvious the claim with respect to anyone of the 
alternatives, or on any other basis with respect to any one of the alternatives, a second or any subsequent office action on the mertis may 
be final, unless the office action contains a new ground of rejection that is not necessitated by applicant's amnedment of the claims, 
including amendment of a claim to eliminate unpatentable alternatives. 

Applicant argues that in full translation of Iketani, the three plant species names are different from what is being claimed (page 9, 3rd 
paragraph). This is not found persuasive. Trichosanthes kirillowii Maxim, in the translation is the synonym for Trichsanthes japonica Regal 
in claim 72. See USDA Germplasm Resources Information Network (http://www.ars-grin.gov/cgi-bin/npgs/html/taxon.pl740112). Therefore, 
the reference anticipates the claim. 
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
